U.S. Court Rules Parking 
Scofflaw Can Be 
Naturalized 


NEW YORK (ACCN) The 
United States Court of Appeals 
here has unanimously ruled that 


he failed to appear in court to 
answer traffic code charges. 
The decision, written by Judge 
Learned Hand, reversed a federal 
District Court ruling that Yin- 
Shing Woo, a 39-year old waiter 
who holds a Chinese law degree 
and has done graduate work at 
Columbia University, is debarred 
from becoming an American cit- 
izen. The lower court decision 
was given by District Judge Ar- 
chie O. Dawson. It was based on 
the fact that Woo had been ar- 
rested in 1957 for having failed 
to answer 23 traffic tickets in- 
volving mainly parking viola- 
tions. Woo was fined $345. 
“Disobedience to the parking 
regulations of a great city, even 
though repeated and deliberate, 
does not show a disposition con- 
trary to the ‘good order’ of the

The American 
Bar Association has already prepared for this fourth May 1 observ- 
ance, with brochures, including an enlarged Information and 
Program Manua!, a Speakers’ Digest and a leaflet for public dis- 
tribution, and other advertising material. Envelope stickers are 
to be used for the first time to alert Americans to the fact of this 
observance. 

The first three LAW DAY USA observances were eminently 
successful. As organized by the A.B.A. with its membership of 
over 100,000 dedicated lawyers, of whom approximately 3,000 are 
serving on some 500 committees, last year’s nationwide observance 
of May 1 reached new high levels of public recognition and partici- 
pation.

‘* * * the objectives of Law Day USA are to urge Americans to | 
rededicate themselves to the ideals of equality and justice | 
| 


under law in their relations with each other and other nations; 
to cultivate that respect for law which is vital in a democratic | 


society; and to foster a full understanding and appreciation | 
of our liberties and of the legal and judicial institutions which | 


protect them.” 

Certainly our profession is doing its part in government, 
is presently in a position to further the recognition of the Rule of| 
Law as our way of life. A majority of the 87th Congress in the| 
House and Senate are lawyers, and 35 of our 50 states have lawyers 
as governors. Also, lawyers are in the majority in President Ken- 
nedy’s cabinet. 

Finally, the American Bar Association Committee on World| 
Peace Through Law is arranging to convene four international 
regional conferences of lawyers in Latin America, Asia, Africa 
and Europe, to consider specific agenda items for a later projected 
world conference of lawyers in 1962, concerning steps that can be 
taken to extend the Rule of Law in international affairs. San} 
Jose, the capital of Costa Rica, has been chosen for the first 
continental conference, to meet as soon as possible after March 1, 
and Tokyo, Japan, for the second, meeting about two months 
later. 

The foregoing are positive steps in a direction favored by all 
freedom-loving people. We urgently recommend our readers as- | 
sociated with local organizations interested in fostering the Rule 
of Law, through observance of May 1, 1961 as LAW DAY USA, make 
certain all necessary planning is completed, so that we may re-| 
emphasize to the world that the Rule of Force should and must 
be replaced by the Rule of Law.

The success of the effort to establish a Day — May 1 — on 
which to extol the Law as we understand it is remarkable.

Justice Weintraub 


On behalf of the Judiciary, I 
am privileged to join the Gov- 
ernor of our state, the New Jer- 
sey State Bar Association, and all 
of the county bar associations in 
celebrating Law Day U.S. A. 1961.

premacy of law and tried to make | 


everyone equal before the law. 
But in the long and chequered 
history of man’s evolution this 
was ‘not easy to achieve. 

We have now to take one fur- 
ther step in this onward march 
of humanity. We have to achieve 
peace and abolish war as a me- 
thod of solving international 
problems. It is not enough to 
talk of control of arms or even 
disarmament. We must remove 
the very thought of war from 
our minds and hearts. We have 
to bring about world peace 
through law. In other words, we 
have to establish an internation- 
al rule of law. Law must be made 
supreme in international affairs. 
Arbitrament of war should be 
made as archaic or outdated as 
duelling has become in our own 
national affairs. 

We have, therefore, to think 
in terms of a world community. 
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War and peace have now become 
indivisible; so have prosperity 
and poverty. We have to estab- 
lish a law for this world com- 
munity. Poets and philosophers 
have dreamt of a world parlia- 
ment of men. The dream can be 


Court is still weak, handicapped 
by its jurisdiction being sub- 
scribed and lacking the power 
to carry out its orders and de- 
crees. It is for lawyers here to 
give a lead to strengthen the 
Court and to repose confidence 
in the integrity and independ- 
ence of the eminent jurists who 


postpone the day for which we 
should all be working. 

The Court itself is 
principles of international law, 
and there is a Commission sit- 
ting in Geneva which is trying to 
codify the principles of that law.

N.J.S.A. 54:10A-3 exempts from 
thereunder, “railroad, 
canal or banking corporations, 
savings banks, production credit 
associations organized under the 
Farm Credit Act of 1933 or build- 
ing and loan or savings and loan 
associations.” The legal issue 
posed by your request for an 
opinion is, therefore, whether 
the enumerated types of financial 
institutions are “banking corpor- 
savings banks or 
building and loan or savings and 
loan associations’ within the 


|; meaning of N.J.S.A. 54:10A-3. 


New Jersey does not impose 
any form of corporation tax upon 
domestic building and loan or 
savings and loan associations. 
N.J.S.A. 54:10A-3; NJ.S.A. 54: 
10B-2(b). Unlike domestic banks, 
domestic building and loan or 
savings and loan associations are 
not subject to the bank stock tax. 
N.J.S.A. 54:9-1 et seq. Although 
it might be constitutionally per- 
missible to tax foreign building 


and loan associations which con- | 
duct a local business despite the | 
exemption of domestic associa- | 


tions, the New Jersey Corporation 
Business Tax Act should not be 


construed to require such unequal 


tax treatment unless demanded 
by its terms. Far from demand- 
ing such a construction, however. 
the language of the statute ap- 
pears to exempt all savings and 
loan or building and loan associ- 
ations in unqualified terms with- 
out regard to their state of in- 
corporation. It is, therefore, our 
opinion that foreign savings and 
loan or building and loan asso- 
ciations are not subject to the 
New Jersey corporation business 
tax under the circumstances 
which you have described. 
Federal law prohibits New Jer- 
sey from imposing a franchise 
tax upon national banking as- 
sociations whose principal offices 
are located in other states re- 
gardless of whether or not they 
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are engaged in any activities 
here. National banks are not 
merely private monied institu- 


tions. They are agencies of the 
United States and are not subject 
to taxation by the states except 
as expressly permitted by consent 
of Congress. First Nat. Bank v. 
Anderson, 269 U. S. 341 (1926). 
See Morris and Essex Investment 
Co. v. Division of Taxation, 33 
N.J. 24 (1960). Consequently, na- 
tional banking associations can 
be taxed by New Jersey only in 
accordance with 12 U.S.C.A. sec. 
548. This section permits taxa- 
tion of such an association only 
by the state in which its princi- 
pal office is located. Bank of 
California National Ass'n v. Rich- 
ardson, 248 U.S. 476 (1919): Na- 
tional Bank of Redemption v. 
Boston, Mass., 125 U.S. 60 (1888). 
Accordingly, the Corporation Tax 
Act is inapplicable to national 
banks having their principal of- 
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;fices in states other than New 
Jersey.

either the charters or the laws}

|ever, if more extensive activities 
| are conducted, the foreign insti- 
|tution would become subject to 
'the New Jersey corporation tax 
|laws and other applicable tax 
|laws on the same basis as any 
| other foreign corporation engag- 
| ed in such activities in this state. 
In our opinion, a foreign banking 
institution whose only activities 
| in New Jersey are those expressly 
|} permitted by N.J.S.A. 17:9A-331, 
lincluding activities reasonably 
ancillary to the foreclosure of a 
mortgage on New Jersey realty, 
does not become subject to the 
|New Jersey corporation tax be- 
cause of such activities.
